can get them to you m advance except by making copies, an expense beyond my 
capacity to neat. However, I so quite willing to let you sec them anytime, beginning 
now. ■ hope to have this book done in two months. It is work on this that held 
back my promotion of KHITE'IASH II. 

Although I am much less satisfied with the interview than my letter indi- 
cates, my congratulations sre quit- genuine. I think your investment of this much 
space and effort is s fine and helpful thing.
